When this reviewer first 
saw George Pal's film, THE 
TIME MACHINE, he was 
spellbound, and straighta- 
way got the book, and was 
jolted by the unexpected 
death by fire of Weena, that 
gentle girl of the far future 
who befriends the Time Tra- 
veler. There are other (less 
traumatic) differences be- 
tween book and film that 
make the book fresh read-

Published in 1895, it was 
H.G. Wells's first novel. It 
astounded everyone then, 
and some now rate it as his 
greatest science fiction clas- 
Sic. Wells was truly a think- 
ing man, and his novels were 
as much of ideas and reflec- 
tions as they were fantastic 
adventure, but he was 
first and last a story-weaving 
writer. His hero journeys to 
the far future to find a per- 
fect society. He finds instead 
humanity degenerated into 
two species—cannibalistic, 
ugly, subterranean mechan- 
istic Morlocks, and then re- 
fined-looking but quite 
dumb, sheeplike and soft- 
living Eloi, who dwell on 
Earth's pastoral surface.

H.G. Wells handled this 
science-mystery slowly and 
carefully, and we only learn 
the Invisible Man's secret, 
far into the book. Humor 
ripples throughout the first 
chapters, as befuddled vil- 
lagers try to find out the 
mysterious stranger's iden- 
tity. But a vile net of cir- 
cumstance tightens to a 
tragic end, as the lonely In- 
visible Man, Mr. Griffin, is 
befriended by a helpful sci- 
entist named Dr. Kemp. 
Kemp watches in horror as 
Griffin's brain degenerates, 
which turns him into a pow- 
er-mad psychopath 

Griffin's predictably in- 
evitable death is quite dra- 
matic and violent, indeed. 
It's sure to leave you ill at 
ease, and stick to the roof of 
your memory.

H.G. Wells's big novel of 
1901, THE FIRST MEN IN 
THE MOON, is still read, 
though its every scientific 
assumption has proven 
wrong leaving it pure fan- 
tasy, and a darned enjoy- 
able one at that. 

The “author,” a Mr. Bed- 
ford, is in debt, and be- 
friends one absent-minded 
Professor Cavor, who's made 
an anti-gravity compound, 
Cavorite, which avaricious 
Bedford intends to mer- 
chandise into a fortune. Bed- 
ford helps Cavor build_a 
spherical vessel with Ca- 
vorite expulsion (reverse 
propulsion), and the two 
zoom moonward. 

The moon they land on is 
hardly the moon we know of. 
To begin with, it has oxygen. 
And snow. And plants. And 
huge, walruslike moon- 
calves. And then there are 
the Selenites—tall blue ant- 
like men, who have an ad- 
vanced hive civilization in 
the moon’s caverns. 

The whole book is such a 
bubblingly good-humored 
antique, written with such 
sophistication and detail, 
that you can't help but like 
it. Wells was to later state 
of his early sci-fi novels, 
that he'd aimed not at sci- 
entific probability, but at 
fantasy: "Indeed, only at the 
same amount of conviction 
as one gets in a good, grip- 
ping dream." THE FIRST 

EN IN THE MOON has at 
least that, as well as its 
quaint charm to recommend 
itself.

It happens on 
the eve of a war between 
England and Germany (re- 
member: 1906!), when the 
book's "author, William 
Ledford, a slum youth, tries 
to shoot his ex-girlfriend, 
and her aristocratic lover. 
Well, when the world wakes 
from the comet's gasses, 
all mankind has a permanent 
case of Brotherly Love; 
armies quit; world leaders 
agree to work for a new 
world order, rebuilding sen- 
sibly, saying, "Let us begin 
afresh,"; and the hero ac- 
cepts his jilting and makes 
friends with his former tar- 
gets. And yet, Wells some- 
how manages to make this 
all wonderfully believable 
and desirable. 

Unfortunately, one of the 
things done as "dustman's 
work" in the new world 
order, is the burning of ci- 
ties, paintings and books. 
Thirty years later, in Ger- 
many, Hitler did just that, 
minus the wisdom of a com- 
ets vapors.
